for the Coordination of Foreign Manuscript Copying 


Introductory Note. In the summer of 1965, the Center for the Co- 
ordination of Foreign Manuscript Copying was established in the Library 
of Congress through a grant of $75,300 from the Council on Library Re- 
sources, Inc. The Center is seeking to coordinate photocopying projects 
conducted in foreign libraries and archives by American scholars and 
institutions and to avoid duplication of effort and expense through co- 
operative planning. With the cooperation of American libraries, univer- 
sities, learned societies, and Government agencies, the Center (1) 
identifies extensive photocopying projects which have been completed, 
are underway, or are planned; (2) records the location of copies of 
foreign collections in this country; (3) assists American institutions 
in learning which manuscript collections can be photocopied in foreign 
libraries and archives; and (4) disseminates this information to the 
scholarly community. 

This first issue of News from the Center--to be issued semiannually-- 
describes some major American projects in the filming of foreign manu- 
script collections and lists a selection of published descriptions of 
foreign manuscript collections in the United States. Subsequent issues 
will deal with individual microfilm projects, materials available in 
foreign depositories, and desiderata by American scholars. 

The Library of Congress welcomes the fullest response from the 
scholarly commnity. The more information reported to the Center for 
dissemination, the more its service will benefit scholars and research- 


ers throughout the country.

In other cases restrictions are such 
that neither interlibrary loan services nor reproduction of indi- 
vidual manuscripts is possible. Scholars and researchers should 
keep in mind that these conditions are imposed by the author or by 
the original repository and not by the holder of the photocopies 
and that the observance of these rules may have been a condition 
for the original permission to copy. 
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The Foreign Copying Program of the Library of Congress. In 1905 
Herbert Putnam, Librarian of Congress, inaugurated a systematic program 
of copying documents and manuscripts pertaining to American history, 
first in England and then in France. About the same time, the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, under the direction of J. Franklin Jameson, 
undertook to compile the well known and widely used series of guides to 
materials relating to America in foreign archives and libraries. The 
copying program was considerably broadened and helped by a generous en- 
dowment from James B. Wilbur in 1925 and by a gift from John D. Rockefel- 
ler, Jr., in 1927. From 1927 on, during Dr. Jameson's tenure as Chief 
of the Library's Manuscript Division, microfilming teams under the di- 
rection of Samuel F. Bemis copied materials in Great Britain, France, 
Spain, Germany, Austria, Switzerland, Italy, and Russia. Still later 
those from the Netherlands, the Scandinavian countries, Czechoslovakia, 
Argentina, Mexico, and Chile were added. At present, the Manuscript Di- 
vision has in its possession about 2 million documents from foreign re- 
positories, mainly on 35mm positive microfilm. Current acquisitions are 
announced in LC's Information Bulletin and Quarterly Journal. In addi- 
tion to the earlier published guides, unpublished lists for the more re- 
cent materials are available in the Manuscript Division. 

The Microfilm Reading Room in the Library of Congress has custody 
of microfilms of manuscripts not directly related to United States his- 
tory. Among its holdings are the microfilms of the British Manuscripts 
Project, prepared for the American Council of Learned Societies, 1941- 
453 about 1,500 reels of the Modern Language Association's reproductions 
of manuscripts and rare printed books; more than 2,000 reels from the 
archives of the Japanese Foreign Ministry, the Japanese Army and the 
Japanese Navy; almost 3,000 reels of the Mt. Sinai and Mt. Athos manu- 
script collections, as well as smaller holdings of the Petrarch, Ronsard, 
and Medina Collections. There are also microfilms of inventories of sev- 
eral European archives and collections. 

Microfilm reels from the Manuscript Division and from the Microfilm 
Reading Room are available on interlibrary loan and most manuscripts can 
be reproduced for personal use. (For some, permission has to be obtained 
from the original depository. ) Requests for further information should 
be addressed to David C. Mearns, Chief, Manuscript Division, or to Rob-

The Foundation for Reformation Research, Saint Louis, Mo. Estab- 
lished in 1957 for the purpose of making available to American scholars 
by means of photoduplication the original manuscripts and printed matc- 
rials of the Reformation period, the Foundation for Reformation Research 
has so far microfilmed two major manuscript collections--the Political 
Archives of Philipp of Hesse (and selected manuscripts after Philipp), 
the originals of which are in Marburg, Germany, and the Simmler' sche 
Handschriften, the originals of which are in Zlrich, Switzerland. The 
Hesse collection comprises 528 reels of microfilm. A guide to the col- 
lection has been published (KlUch, Friedrich, ed. Politisches Archiv des 
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Landgrafen Philipp des GrossmUltigen von Hessen: Inventar der Bestunde, 
._Leipzig, 1500-55) I-IV) and the staff of the Foundation is at present 
preparing an index to the microfilm reels based on the guide. The staff 
is also working on a guide to the Simmler'sche collection, which con- ° 
tains 100 reels of microfilm. The Library of the Foundation publishes a 
Bulletin, which appeared irregularly in 1966 and is to be quarterly in 
1967. Scholars interested in these materials are welcome to work at the 
Foundation (6477 San Bonita Avenue, Saint Louis, Mo. 63105). Copies of 
individual documents cannot be obtained at present, but interlibrary 
loan of limited quantities is allowed and encouraged. Ronald E. Diener 
is the Foundation's Executive Director. 











Knights of Columbus Vatican Film Library at St. Louis University. 
Begun in 1951 with financial assistance from the Knights of Columbus, 
about 11-1/2 million pages of materials from the collection of hand- 
written volumes and codices in the Vatican Library were microfilmed. 
These manuscripts range from the 5th to the 19th centuries. Also micro- 
filmed were documents from the Jesuit central archives in Rome, pertain- 
ing to North and South America and the Philippines from about 1570 to 
1850, as were documents and manuscripts from various archives in Mexico 
and the United States pertaining to Jesuit activities in these countries. 
The Jesuit collection totals over one million pages. 

A guide to the Vatican material has been printed under the title 
"A Checklist of Vatican Manuscript Codices Available for Consultation at 
the Knights of Columbus Vatican Film Library" in Manuscripta, I-IV, 
(1957-60). In addition, various Vatican indexes are available at the 
library in St. Louis on microfilm, on photostats, or in print. 

Scholars who are interested in these materials are welcome to use 
them in the Pius XII Memorial Library of St. Louis University. Micro- 
film reels are not sent out on interlibrary loan, but reproductions of 
individual manuscripts may be ordered through the St. Louis University 
Library from the Vatican Library in Rome. The Reverend Lowrie J. Daly, 
S. J., is Director of the Pius XII Memorial Library, and Charles 


Ermatinger is its Librarian. 








Genealogical Society, Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints. 
Begun in November 1938, the genealogical research project and collection 
of this Society is the most extensive of its type in the world today. 
The Genealogical Society has, at the present time, 1/2 million microfilm 
reels in its possession and adds to this collection an average of about 
3,000 reels a month. The microfilms contain parish registers, wills, 
census and land records, church christenings, tax and military records, 
family genealogies, and other materials. They were filmed in most of 
Europe, the United States, Canada, and Mexico. The Genealogical Society 
is now moving some of its microfilm units into South America to film 
church records in Argentina. 

Lecality entries for this collection are available on film at the 
branch libraries of the Genealogical Society, and microfilms of the 
genealogical material are available on interlibrary loan at these li- 
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braries, of which there are now 38 throughout the United States, 2 in 
Canada, 1 in Mexico, and 1 in New Zealand. A list of addresses of these 
branch genealogical libraries may be requested from Delbert Roach, Li- 
brarian, Genealogical Society of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints, 107 South Main Street, Salt Lake City, Utah 84111. 

Scholars interested in this genealogical material are welcome to 
use it at the Library of the Genealogical Society in Salt Lake City. 


St. John's University Monastic Manuscript Microfilm Library. The 
aim of this project is to microfilm the manuscript treasures of monastic 
libraries in Austria, Germany, Italy, and Switzerland, with the purpose 
of safeguarding them against deterioration and possible destruction and 
making these manuscripts available to American scholars. 

tarting in November 1964, the project, under the guidance of Father 
Oliver Kapsner, O. S. B., arranged to have microfilmed approximately 
2,500 manuscripts in the Italian monasteries of Monte Cassino, Subiaco, 
Cava and Montevergine. In the following year the MMML began microfilnm- 
ing operations in Austria, where 432 codices or bound manuscripts were 
microfilmed at the abbey of Kremsmiinster, 544 at St. Florian, 1,105 at 
Melk, 283 at Seitenstetten, 154 at Wilhering, 246 at Schlugl, and 405 at 
Lambach. In 1966, microfilming was completed at the monasteries of 
Géttweig, Heiligenkreuz, Herzogenburg, Klosterneuburg, Lilienfeld, 
Neukloster, Reichersberg, and Schottenstift in Vienna. When this phase 
of the undertaking is completed at the monasteries of Admont, Altenburg, 
Fiecht, Geras, Michaelbeuern, Rein, St. Peter in Salzburg, St. Paul in 
Kirnten, Stams, Vorau, and Zwettl, the plan is to microfilm manuscripts 
in the monastic libraries of Switzerland. 

Although the publication of a catalog of items contained on micro- 
film is anticipated, preparation of guides and finding aids is at an 
early stage, and publication cannot take place for some time. Microfilm 
reels cannot be sent out on interlibrary loan, nor can copies of indi- 
vidual manuscripts be provided. Scholars interested in the material are 
welcome to use it in the library of St. John's University, Collegeville, 
Minn. 56321. Father Kapsner is Field Director, and Julian G. Plante is 


Curator of the MMML. 





The Mediaeval Institute at the University of Notre Dame started the 
Ambrosiana Microfilm Project in 1962 and has continued it with the aid 
of a grant from the National Science Foundation. The project has so far 
microfilmed about 8,085 manuscripts and produced 2,500 photographs of 
miniature designs and color slides from the collection of the Ambrosiana 
Library at Milan, Italy. These manuscripts, photographs, and color 
slides are primarily related to the history of science from the 7th to 
the 18th centuries. Present and future plans for microfilming include 
philosophical, theological, and literary manuscripts as well as Hebrew, 
Greek, and Syriac codices. The institute also obtained a xerox repro- 
duction of the 25,000 subject-card catalogue of the manuscript material 
of the Ambrosiana Library, and the staff of the institute is at present 
preparing a catalog of 1,000 microfilms which will be published in 1967. 
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Reels of positive microfilm can be sent out on interlibrary loan. 
Scholars interested in this material may use it in the library of the 
Mediaeval Institute, which has an extensive reference collection per- 
taining to the Ambrosiana Library. A. L. Gabriel is Director of the

The Virginia Colonial Records Project. tarted in 1955 as part of 
the celebration of the 350th anniversary of the establishment at James- 
town of the first permanent English overseas colony, this project's main 
objective was to replace in Virginia those records of its early history 
that were destroyed by wars and fire. The bulk of the microfilming was 
done in Great Britain at the British Museum, the Public Record Office, 
the libraries of the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of London, 
the Bodleian Library, and the library of All Souls College in Oxford. 
Altogether, 850 reels of microfilm have thus far been produced together 
with carefully prepared survey reports. A comprehensive guide is cur- 
rently being prepared. 

Microfilm reels may be borrowed on interlibrary loan from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia Library, and research scholars interested in the 
material may examine microfilm copies if they write in advance to 
Randolph W. Church, State Librarian, Virginia State Library, Richmond; 
Anne Freudenberg, Curator of Manuscripts, University of Virginia Li- 
brary, Charlottesville; or Edward M. Riley, Director of Research, 
Colonial Williamsburg. The master microfilm of material in the project 
is in the State Archives of Virginia; William J. Van Schreeven is the 
State Archivist.
